BUILDERS THOUGHT INDIANS 


Immense Stores of Valuable Archeo- 


logical Material Have Been Taken 


From the Varlou* Excavations— 


: 
To Make It Show Place. 


San Juan de Teotlhuacan, Mexico.— 


Prospecting for the habitations of a 
lost race In virtually the same manner 
as miners dig for gold, federal em- 
ployees here have just started to un- 
cover the remains of a city of at li»ast 
100,000 Inhabitants which flourished 
four thousand or more years ago. 


Here and there over the confines of 


the burled city have been sunk shafts 
to find streets, houses and temples 
known to exist below the level of the 
mountain valley In which lies the little 
village of San Juan Teotihuacun. the 
name of which means in the Aztec 
tongue "City of the Gods." 


The Mexican government has nppro- 


prlated funds for this work of ovava- 
tlon, which is In charge of Manuel 
Garalo. director of anthropology of the 
department of agriculture. The gov- 
ernment hopes eventually to tnnke the 
spot one of the show places of Mexico. 


Dominating the area are two pyra- 


mids, one to the sun and the other to 
the moon, whlr-h for centuries have de- 
fled the efforts of archeologists and 
historians to trace their origin. The 
pyramid to the moon is still 
un- 


touched, retaining an appearance to 
the lay eye of a huge mound of irregu- 
lar shape, overgrown with grass and 
rubbish. 


Builders Thought Indians. 


Senor Gamio says the city now un- 


der excavation at one time covered an 
area of fifteen square miles with a 
population of more than 100.000. 
Its 


builders are unknown to history, but 
Senor Gamio believes they were a part 
of an Indian tribe which wandered into 
Mexico from the north, and finding the 
valley fruitful and the climate salu- 
brious, decided to settle there. 


The presence of volcanic rock as one 


of the top strata covering the ruins in- 
dicates that one of the nearby moun- 
tains erupted and inundated the city 
•with lava. 


Entry to the grounds Is made facing 


the "Temple of the Goddess of the 
Winds," which was discovered less 
than a year ago, when erosion uncov- 
ered well-defined walls and decorations 
typically Indian and Egyptian, in their 
conception. This temple has now been 
dug out and reconstructed on the ex- 
terior. 


The inside Is reached at present 


through a series of subterranean pas- 
sages. Inside the visitor treads over 
massive stairs ornate with decorations 
of huge serpents with obsidian eyes 
and grotesque conceptions reminiscent 
of Egyptian art. The work of interior 
excavation and reconstruction is far 
from complete. 


Paint Still Bright. 


Between this temple and the pyra- 


mid to the sun is a stretch of one- 
quarter of a mile, which Is at intervals 
pierced by the shafts of the diggers 
and in some places by the uncovered 
remains of a house or public building 
with the paint still bright and the fres- 
coes as intact as the day they were 
placed there several thousands of years 
ago. 


Between the two pyramids is a well- 


defined plaza, on one side of which a 
street has been uncovered, known as 
the "Path of the Dead." Flanking the 
plaza are hundreds of mounds, which 
Senor Gamio assured the correspond- 
ent contained either houses or temples. 


Immense stores of valuable archeo- 


logical material have been taken from 
the various excavations. Human-boaes, 
terra cotta beads, obsidian knives, ar- 
rowheads, children's toys of clay, cook- 
ing utensils, incense burners and crude 
musical instruments form the bulk of 
the find, and all are preserved In a 
museum which has just been erected 
on the grounds. 


In connection with his supervision 


of the excavations, Senor Gamio has 
interested himself in the Indian life 
of the valley, and one of his first ef- 
forts has been to establish schools with 
special attention paid to manual tra^n- 
ing. 


Originally the valley contained 200,- 


000 Ifidians, but these had been re- 
duced to 20,000 in colonial days, and 
now number fewer than 8,000. They 
earn but a poor living when crops are 
good, and when these are failures star- 
vation and widespread death ensue. 


Groups of Indians engaged in pot- 


tery making, a qew industry in the val- 
ley, were evidence that a portion at 
least of Senor Gamio's program was 
being carried out. 


Cheap Horses. 


Los Angeles, Cal.—"Horses In Mon- 


tana are selling for $1 per head," de- 
clared B. M. Gamble, a prominent 
Iowa farmer, who was a visitor in the 
city recently. 


Mr. Gamble asserted that he had 


just traveled through Montana and that 
owners of ranches tftere had offered 
him horses for $1 each If he would 
take them out of the state. 
Due to 


high freight rates, t)\e Montana ranch- 
era cannot dispose of their stock, he 
said, and as there is no market in the 
Southwest the ranches have become 
overstocked with horses of from 900 to 
1,300 pounds. 


BLOOD PROOF OF PARENTAGE 


TMt Ordered by San Francisco Judge 


for First Time In History of 


American Courts. 


San Francisco.—For the first time 


In American courts parentage 
has 


been determined by a blood test. 


On the strength of a format re- 


port made by Dr. Albert Abrams, 
who, 
by blood tests, found that Vir- 


ginia VIttori was the daughter of 
I'aul Vittorl, Judge Thomas F. Gra- 
ham ordered Vlttori to show cause 
why he should not be punished for 
contempt of court for failure to pay 
alimony for the support of the .child. 
Mrs. 
Vittori Is suing for a divorce. 


Vittori declared that the child was 
not his, and the court ordered 
a 


blood test by Doctor Abrams. 


Doctor Abrams in his report said: 
"The examination proved conclu- 


sively that the blood of the daugh- 
ter corresponded racially Ho that of 
the father and mother, viz., Italian 
on the father's side and Spanish and 
French on the mother's side, in pro- 
portion approximately to three of the 
former to one of the latter, French. 
Furthermore, the vibratory rate of 
the child corresponded to that of the 
father." 


The vibratory test is one of the 


most delicate known to medical sci- 
ence.
